Troops to Stay at Vera Cruz. 


Those who know the broad view­ 
point of the W ashington government 
declare the American troops will not 
be withdrawn from Vera Cruz until a 
stable government is established or is 
in sight in Mexico City. 
Persons close to the Mexican dele­ 
gates emphasized that the three men 
who w ill represent the Huerta gov­ 
ernm ent are not ‘'H uertistas” or the 
representatives of any group of per­ 
sons, but were representatives of the 
hest interests of the people in the 
territory controlled by the federals. 
Persons 
close 
to Em ilio 
liabasa. 
chairman of the Mexican commission 
and intim ate adviser of Huerta, said 
when the time comes for their answer 
to suggestions as to the successor to 
H uerta they probably w ill insist that 
no man w ho has gained m ilitary prom­ 
inence or was obtaining power by ar­ 
bitrary force, as set forth in President 
W ilson’s Latin-A mer lean declaration, 
be perm itted to take the reins of gov­ 
ernment. 
This would elim inate Generals C ar­ 
ranza and V illa, but there are other 
men 
in 
the 
Constitutionalist 
ranks 
who are looked upon as of presidential 
caliber who would be acceptable to 
the Huerta faction. These, it has been 
said, are men of the type of Luis Ca­ 
brera, 
prom inent 
Mexican 
attorney, 
close friend and counsellor of Gen­ 
eral Carranza, who has won the con­ 
fidence of the Washington adm inistra­ 
tion in his indirect dealings with them 
for the Constitutionalist cause. 
Ca­ 
brera is en route to New York from 
Spain. 


SAYS WILSON MADE ERROR 


Form er President T aft Discusses Mex­ 
ican Problem.

18.— W illiam 
H. 
T a ft gave his views on the Mexican 
situation in an address at the free 
synagogue’s celebration of Peace Sun­ 
day. 
W hile the form er president ex­ 
pressed little hope that the pending 
mediation conference w ill accomplish 
its 
immediate 
purpose 
he declared 
th at the offer of mediation and our 
^ ‘•eptance is an im portant step to­ 
ward the future settlement of inter­ 
national difficulties in 
the 
W estern 
hemisphere. 
He asserted that there is no popu­ 
lar 
pressure 
for a 
m ilitary 
policy 
which the adm inistration cannot re­ 
sist. 
For war, he said, the people 
have at present little enthusiasm. 
The criticism M r. T a ft leveled at 
the W ilson adm inistration had to do 
w ith the aid which, he said, the ad­ 
m inistration had given to the Mexican 
Constitutionalists. 
Hut for it, he said, 
the country would not be so near gen­ 
eral intervention and war. 
In conclusion, he called upon all 
Americans to aid the president in his 
efforts to find peace. 


John C. Buchholz, Gripping His W ife

Man Are Finally Rescued. 


Minneapolis, M ay 18.— Five persons 
d iowned in the Mississippi river when 
a sixteen-foot launch capisized. 
Four 
of the party of nine were saved by 
heroic rescue work. 
Those who were drowned are: Mrs. 
Otto Justman; O rville Justman, seven 
years olid; 
Norm an Buchholz, 
five 
years old; Harold Buchholz, two years 
old, and Baby Buchholz. 
The h e a\ily laden motor craft over­ 
turned In a giant eddy. 
It turned over 
and over in the sw ift current, thus 
affording no refuge for the victims. 
John C. Buchholz kept his wife and 
sister's daughter afloat, while he saw 
his own two children sink beneath 
the waves. 
Fred W eber of M errill, 
W ls., struggled to save the life of 
Mrs. Otto Justman and failed. 
She 
and her two children were drowned. 
Buckholz, gripping his wife by the 
hair and with his young niece clinging 
to his neck, struggled to a cluster of 
logs snagged In midstream . The. wom­ 
an and child were pushed upon the 
frail 
raft. 
W eber also reached the 
logs, which almost sank beneath the 
weight of the four. 
Three employes at the General Elec­ 
tric company’s plant took them off in 
a rowboat. 
The accident occurred at 
Thirty- 
third avenue northeast and so sw ift 
was the current that tine.rescue of the 
tour survivors was accomplished at 
Twenty-ninth 
avenue, 
nearly 
five 
blocks down stream. 


All Thrown Into W ater. 


As the launch shot over on its side 
all 
the occupants were precipitated 
into the river. 
One of the Buchholz 
children 
was lifted 
upon it for an 
instant, 
but 
the 
craft 
whirled and 
turned over and the child disappeared. 
The same eddy carried Mrs. Buchholz 
w ithin reach of her husband and he 
grasped her hair. 
W eber grasped Mrs. Otto Justman 
when the current carried her to him, 
but the overturned boat struck them 
and dashed the woman from his arms. 
Those who kept afloat were carried 
down 
stream 
with 
the 
floundering 
boat, although unable to cling to tne 
craft. 
Buchholz gave encouragement 
tc nine-year-old Helen Justman, who 
cried to him that she could not cling 
to his neck much longer while he sup­ 
ported his unconscious wife. 
The cessation of his w ife’s struggles 
when she lost consciousness w'as all 
that saved 
the 
lives of the three, 
Buchholz thinks. 
W eber, swimm ing free, reached the 
clump of logs in tim e to assist Buch­ 
holz in pushing his wife and the child | 
upon 
tile raft and to help support 
Buchholz, who was fast becoming ex­ 
hausted. 
W orkm en at the General Electric 
company's plant saw the struggle and 
launched a boat. 
It was thirty minutes from the tim e 
of the accident until the four were 
rescued from the raft.

Eleven others of the boat’s crew’ 
which left the Columbian when she 
was burned just south of Sable island 
on May 3 had succumbed to injuries 
and privations and their bodies had 
been thrown overboard. 
Twenty-sev­ 
en other members of the crew were 
saved by the Cunard liner Franconia 
and the steamer M anhattan after two 
days of exposure. 
When their short allowance of bis­ 
cuit and w ater had failed they m ain­ 
tained life by chewing boot leather 
and the few stray crumbs of hardtack.

steamers too far away to be signaled. 
Hope for this missing third boat 
had been abandoned after a dozen of 
the transatlantic liners searched for 
live days within a wide radius of the 
spot where the Columbian burst into 
flames.

May IS.— [Special.]—A 
discussion, very old and not entirely 
settled to any one’s satisfaction, is that 
about why meu clamor for public of 
flee. 
W hat is there about a public po­ 
sition that induces men to work so 
haiti for places on the payroll? 
O f course so fa r as the sm aller places 
are concerned it is almost entirely due 
to the desire for the money there is in 
it. 
B ut as to the bigger positions, 
which men who do not need the money 
are constantly seeking, it must be that 
they regard it as an honor to hold pub­ 
lic office. 


W ant “Recognition.” 
“I cannot understand why that man 
has been so persistent in seeking a 
place,” said Senator Hoke Smith to a 
man who bad the power of appoint­ 
m ent 
“H e has a sufficient income, and 
the place he is w illing to take is fa r be­ 
low his merits, but he seems w illing to 
take it. 
As near as I can find out he 
wants recognition.” 
T h a t is generally given as an excuse 
for the persistency w ith which many 
men seek appointments. 
They want 
“recognition.” and they think that they 
w ill lose their political prestige lf they 
are not granted such recognition. 


Ready For Service. 
In case of w ar with Mexico there is 
not the slightest doubt about getting I 
sufficient officers and men. 
Already / 
there have been numerous tenders of 
services by men who w ant to have ■ 
commissions in the arm y if there is 
war. 
There has been some criticism ! 
by senators about men asking for com­ 
missions, and the suggestion has been 
made that there is a rank and file as 
well 
as 
commissions 
in 
the army. 
However, there seems to be no ques 
tion about men to enlist and make up 
the rank and tile as well as those who 
would hold commissions. 
There are 
also 
a 
lot 
of men 
seeking service 
in the navy as officers. 
Many who 
have had a little sea experience think 
that they would make good naval offl 
cers and are offering their services to 
the navy. 
In this connection it is interesting to 
tote that the graduating class at the 
Naval academy are putting in their 
requisitions to fie assigned to ships 
that are likely to be in service. 
They 
w ant to get into it as soon as they get 
out of the academy. 


A State Rights Extinguisher. 
Seldom do we hear the question of 
state rights raised when it is propos 
ed that the federal government shall 
go into a state and spend money. The 
passing of the good roads bill in the 
house and every river and harbor bill 
shows that state lines do not figure 
when it comes to taking money from 
the federal treasury. 
I have just no­ 
ticed the introduction of a bi!! appro­ 
priating $1,000,000, to be used for en­ 
couraging rural sanitation. That comes 
pretty near entering upon the police 
powers of a state, but w ith any such 
appropriation as that attached to it we 
w ill 
probably 
never 
bear the state 
rights slogan raised. 


Townsend Was Relieved. 
Edward W . Townsend, who repre­ 
sents a New Jersey district, showed 
relief in every way the other day, and 
in reply to a question as to whether 
somebody had left him a fortune he 
said: 
“No. not just that, but I have just 
settled a postoffice fight in my district 
that has been hanging on for more 
than a year. 
It has been a fierce one. 
too, and it might just as well have 
been settled a year ago without all of 
the trouble that we have had over it." 
That is one trouble about the office 
business. B itter contests arise between 
individuals, especially in the selection 
of postmasters. 
Nearly every postof­

clared the president am idst wild ap­ 
plause.

cises 
which attracted

Speaking at the unveiling of the 
Barry statue James J. Began of St. 
Paul, national

the fact that Archbishop Ireland was 
the first man to suggest that a fitting
